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PREFACE 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Carmarthen  Rural  District 

Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December 
1965  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  health  of  the  population  remained 
at  a satisfactory  level. 

Over  the  last  five  years  there  has  been  a progressive  increase 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  lung  cancer — 4 in  1961  and  in  the  year 
now  under  review  there  were  13  deaths. 

The  lack  of  adequate  sewage  disposal  facilities  in  the  Pendine 
district  gives  cause  for  concern,  especially  when  one  considers  the 
ever  increasing  caravan  population  in  the  summer  months.  The 
situation  is  explosive  and  a scheme  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  populat- 
ion, as  distinct  from  the  needs  of  the  Proof  and  Experimental 
Establisment,  is  urgently  required. 

A satisfactory  water  supply  is  still  required  in  some  areas,  and  I 
trust  the  Council  will  do  all  in  its  power  to  expedite  the  Ministry’s 
decision  on  the  many  extension  schemes  now  awaiting  their  approval 
-in  particular  I refer  to  the  Gynnin  Valley  extension  schemes. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  the  continued  provision  of  improvement 
grants  and  to  the  improvement  in  the  living  conditions  resulting 
therefrom. 

1 wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  work  carried  out  by  my  staff, 
and  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  the  whole-hearted 
manner  in  which  they  have  supported  me.  I also  wish  to  thank  my 
colleagues  and  their  staff  for  their  continued  support  and  help.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

fllhe  Carmarthen  Rural  District  covers  an  area  of  202,733  acres 
ana  is  divided  into  29  Parishes,  viz:-  Abergwili,  Abernant,  Cynwyl 
Elfed,  Llanllawddog,  Llanpumsaint,  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog, 
Llangunnor,  Llandyfaelog,  Llangendeirne,  St.  Ishmael,  Llangain, 
Llangynog,  Llanstephan,  Newchurch,  Laugharne  Township, 
Llanddowror,  Llangynin,  Llanwinio,  Meidrim,  St.  Clears,  Trelech- 
a’r-Betws,  Cilymaenllwyd,  Henllanfallteg,  Llandissilio-East, 
Eglwyscummin,  Llanboidy,  Pendine  and  Whitland. 

The  mid-year  home  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  for  1965  is  28,050. 


For  Registration  purposes  the  area  is  divided  into  the  following

The  area  is  mainly  agricultural,  the  inhabitants  being  engaged  in 
farming  and  allied  trades.  Milk  factories  are  situated  at  Whitland, 
St.  Clears  and  Pensarn  (Llangunnor).  At  the  Unigate  Creameries 
Factory,  Whitland  the  total  milk  intake  during  the  year  was 
33,237,001  gallons  and  of  this  13,835,699  gallons  were  despatched 
for  liquid  sales;  the  remaining  milk  was  used  for  manufacturing 
Full  Cream  Evaporated  Milk,  Cream  for  Butter  Manufacture  and 
Skim  Milk  manufacture  to  Spray  Skim  Powder. 
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The  total  milk  intake  at  the  Pensarn  factory  was  10,706,427  gallons, 
6,882, 252|  gallons  being  despatched  for  liquid  sales;  the  remai^'  V 
milk  was  used  forthe  manufacturing  of  Cheeses  (Caerphilly,  ChedL  .j. 
Double  Gloucester  and  Cheshire),  Condensed  Whey,  Separated  Milk, 
Fresh  Cream  and  Skim  Milk  for  stock-feeding.  The  by-product 
of  Condensed  Whey  is  used  extensively  for  the  export  market — the 
lactose  being  used  for  the  preparation  of  humanised  milk,  penicillin 
and  many  other  products. 

Portions  of  the  Parishes  of  Llanarthney,  Llanddarog  and  Llan- 
gendeirne  border  on  the  anthracite  coalfield,  and  naturally  the 
main  occupation  of  that  area  is  coal  mining. 

There  are  a number  of  quarries  throughout  the  rural  area,  some  of 
which  produce  lime  used  extensively  by  the  farming  industry,  and 
others  producing  chippings  and  tarmacadam  used  throughout  the 
area  for  road  construction  and  maintenance  and  general  building 
work. 

No  particular  occupation  (coal  mining  excepted)  can  be  said 
to  have  any  prejudicial  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  people. 

The  Rateable  value  of  the  area  is  £528,450,  the  sum  represented 
by  a Penny  Rate  £2,057  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses 
according  to  the  Rate  Book  is  9,072.

Five  new  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year,  this  shows  a decrease  of  three  as  compared  with  the  number 
notified  in  1964. 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  made  forty- 
nine  visits  to  Carmarthen  and  examined  1,972  persons  of  whom 
1,572  were  volunteers  from  the  general  population. 

The  Unit  visits  the  town  on  Tuesdays,  and  is  situated  outside  the 
Malt  House  in  John  Street.  It  is  available  to  the  general  public 
between  the  hours  of  10  a.m.  and  12.30  p.m.  and  from  2 p.m.  to 
5.30  p.m.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
^ IN  THE  AREA 

j^rooratory  Facilities: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  situated  at  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen,  and  which  is  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  again  proved  of  inestimable  value  to  the 
health  services  of  the  area. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

Ambulance  facilities,  including  facilities  for  the  transport  of 
sitting  car  cases,  are  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council. 

Home  Nursing  Service: 

This  service  is  undertaken  by: — 

(a)  Five  District  Nurses  under  arrangements  made  by  the 
County  Council  with  District  Nursing  Associations,  viz:  Cynwyl 
Elfed,  Llanboidy,  Llanegwad,  St.  Clears,  and  Whitland. 

(b)  Six  District  Nurses  in  direct  employ  of  the  County  Council 
in  the  following  districts : — Drefach,  Ferryside,  Gorslas,  Laugharne, 
Meidrim/Trelech  and  Pontyates. 

In  addition  the  four  District  Nurses  employed  in  the  Carmarthen 
Combined  district  undertake  duties  in  the  Rural  Area. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres: 

Ten  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  area  viz: — Carmarthen, 
Ferryside,  Gorslas  (Cross  Hands),  Laugharne,  Llanstephan,  Pendine, 
Pontyates,  St.  Clears,  Whitland  and  Meidrim. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics: 

Three  Ante-Natal  clinics — Cross  Hands,  Kidwelly  and  Pontyates. 

The  Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children: 

Arrangements  are  made  for  unmarried  mothers  to  be  admitted 
to  one  of  the  following  hostels:-  Northlands,  Cardiff;  Cwmdonkin 
Shelter,  Swansea ; The  Llandaff  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare 
Committee  Hostel,  Penarth,  or  the  St.  Martin’s  Home,  Hereford. 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council,  and  also  the  St. 
David’s  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Committee. 

Hospital  Accommodation: 

Infectious  Diseases: 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  is  situated  at  Upper  Tumble, 
near  Llanelly,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 
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General  Hospital  Facilities: 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  at  Priory  Street  and  at  Glangw^, 
Carmarthen,  and  both  are  known  as  the  West  Wales  General 
Hospital.  The  Hospital  provides  treatment  for  general  medical 
and  surgical  diseases  for  the  whole  of  the  West  Wales  area. 


Venereal  Diseases: 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Diseases.  Wheieas  formeily  the  nearest  clinic  was  at  Llanelli 
as  from  1st.  October,  1965  clinics  were  inaugurated  at  the  West  Wales 
General  Hospital,  Glangwili,  Carmarthen.  Free  treatment  maybe 
obtained  at  these  clinics  under  conditions  of  secrecy  and  confidence. 

The  clinics  are  held  as  follows : — 

Males  First  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  the  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Females  First  Friday  of  month — 4.30  p.m. — 6 p.m. 

Third  Friday  of  month — 2 p.m. — 4 p.m. 


National  Assistance  Acts,  1948  and  1951 : 

Section  47  of  the  1948  Act. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  Council  did  not 
have  to  remove  any  person,  in  accoi dance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  One  aged  person,  who  was  removed  under  an  Order  during 
the  early  part  of  1959,  is  still  being  detained  in  an  Institution,  and  an 
application  is  made  every  three  months,  to  a Court  of  Summary 
Jurisdiction  for  an  extension  of  the  Order,  as  the  person  in  question 
is  not  able  to  care  for  himself  and  neither  has  he  any  accommodation 
to  return  to. 
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0 SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Housing: 

Due  to  varying  factors  the  Council  only  completed  the  building  of 
thirty-five  dwellings  during  the  year,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
following  were  under  construction : — 

14  Bungalows  at  Cefneithin. 

12  Bungalows  and  6 Houses  at  Drefach 

6 Bungalows  and  8 Houses  at  Cwmffrwd. 

3 Bungalows  at  Portway,  Ferryside. 

6 Bungalows  at  Whitland. 

It  was  hoped  that  the  large  scale  development  in  the  Llangunnor 
Parish  would  have  commenced,  but  regrettably  this  was  not  possible. 
However,  the  Engineer’s  Department  have  been  busily  engaged  on 
the  preparation  of  detailed  plans  etc.,  for  this  project.  It  is  now 
anticipated  that  a start  will  be  made  towards  the  end  of  April,  1966 
when  a total  of  239  dwellings,  of  varying  categories,  will  be  erected 
for  general  housing  needs. 


Rent  Act,  1957 : 

No  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Housing  (Financial  Provision)  Act,  1958,  as  amended: 

Housing  (House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959): 

The  Council  have  again  continued  their  policy  of  trying  to  persuade 
owners  to  modernise  their  properties  with  grant  aid,  and  during 
the  year  136  Discretionary  Grants  and  45  Standard  Grants  were 
approved.  Since  its  inception  a total  of  1,698  Grants  have  had 
formal  approval  (1,402  Discretionary;  296  Standard)  of  which 
1,292  (1,097  Discretionary;  195  Standard)  have  been  completed. 

This  is  a record  for  which  the  Council  can  feel  justifiably  proud. 
Special  mention  must  be  made  to  the  Housing  Committee  Chairman 
(Councillor  William  Thomas)  who,  in  conjunction  with  the  Engineer 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  area  concerned,  has  visited 
every  property  in  respect  of  which  an  application  has  been  made 
for  a Discretionary  Grant.

^ Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  1965. 

“The  whole  of  the  area  covered  by  mains  water  was  adequately 
supplied  during  the  year.  The  difficulties  experienced  in  previous 
summers  at  Whitland  was  overcome  by  pumping  water  from  a 
stream  near  Cafan  Coch  into  the  Whitland  Reservoir.  This  kept  the 
upper  reaches  of  the  town  adequately  supplied  throughout  the  year. 

No  new  capital  works  schemes  were  started  during  the  year.  This 
was  particularly  disappointing  with  reference  to  the  Towy  Scheme 
work  on  which  it  was  confidently  hoped  would  have  been  under  way 
during  the  year. 

The  Council’s  applications  for  extensions  to  various  Schemes  as 
well  as  the  Morfa  Bychan  Scheme  have  again  been  held  up  by  the 
Ministry’s  decision  to  consider  all  the  applications  together. 

One  significant  development  during  the  year  was  in  connection 
with  Water  Regrouping.  The  Council,  with  the  other  constituent 
members,  succeeded  in  convincing  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  that  the  Towy  Valley  Board  should  not  be  formed. 
The  present  decision  is  that  our  Authorities  will  be  merged  with 
West  Glamorgan  within  the  next  two  years.  This  result  has  given 
particular  satisfaction  to  our  Council  in  view  of  the  consistent 
stand  taken  in  relation  to  the  Towy  Valley  Board. 

A number  of  long  tappings  were  carried  out  during  the  year  mainly 
to  farms  and  a further  list  is  being  prepared  for  the  current  year. 

With  consumption  increasing  annually  the  harnessing  of  new 
sources  is  becoming  urgent.  The  Towy  Scheme  will  afford  some  relief 
to  the  Eastern  Area,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  Morfa  Bychan  project 
can  also  be  speeded  up  in  the  near  future,  so  that  the  Western  Area 
supply  can  be  augmented. 

The  purity  of  all  supplies  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained.

With  the  exception  of  one  source,  no  supply  has  a plumbo- 
solvent  action.  The  source  referred  to  is  treated  by  filtration 
through  magnesite  before  entering  the  service  mains,  and  tests 
of  the  water  in  these  mains  have  not  shown  any  plumbo-solvent 
action. 


Domestic  Connections  to  Farm  Water  Supply  System: 

As  in  former  years,  in  collaboration  with  the  Ministry  of  Agricult- 
ure Fisheries  and  Food,  a number  of  water  samples  were  taken 
from  new  grant-aided  farm  water  supply  schemes.  When  the  supply 
is  connected  to  the  dwelling  house  a certificate  of  suitability  has  to 
be  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Department  before  the  Ministry 
will  make  payment  of  the  appropriate  grant. 
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Sewerage : 

Mr.  G.  G.  Thomas,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  reporg pt 
as  follows : — 

“The  Schemes  to  serve  the  villages  of  Cynwyl  and  Carway  were 
completed  and  put  in  operation  by  the  spring.  Also  completed  during 
the  year  was  the  quite  large  scheme  for  St.  Clears.  This  was  officially 
opened  in  December  and  is  of  interest  insofar  that  the  treatment 
plant  has  to  deal  with  the  milk  waste  from  the  Cheese  Factory 
as  well  as  domestic  waste.  The  process  of  treatment  is  thereby 
considerably  more  complicated  and  the  standard  of  purification 
that  will  eventually  be  achieved  will  be  looked  at  with  keen  anticip- 
ation. 

The  efforts  to  include  Pwlltrap  village  as  an  addition  to  the 
St.  Clears  Scheme  were  successful  and  consent  for  this  addition  was 
received  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  well  as  small  extensions  in  St. 
Clears  itself.  This  work  is  now  under  way  and  completion  is  hoped 
for  during  the  early  summer. 

The  local  inquiry  into  the  Meidrim  Scheme  took  place  in  November 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  approval  to  tender  will  be  forthcoming 
during  the  early  summer  of  next  year. 

The  Llangunnor  Scheme  inquiry  took  place  in  June,  but  un- 
fortunately the  County  Planning  Department  requested  a much 
higher  figure  for  future  population  and  this  has  meant  the  re-design- 
ing of  the  Treatment  Works  and  a resultant  delay  in  proceeding 
with  the  Scheme.  It  is  hoped  that  these  revisions  can  be  completed 
early  in  the  New  Year  and  that  the  constructional  work  can  be 
commenced  later  in  the  year.  Since  it  is  now  fairly  obvious  that 
the  new  Council  Estate  at  Llangunnor  will  be  completed  ahead  of  the 
sewerage  scheme,  arrangements  are  being  made  to  install  a pre- 
fabricated treatment  plant  as  a temporary  measure  to  deal  with 
the  estate  drainage. 

Proposals  for  extending  the  main  sewers  from  Abergwili  to 
Crychiau  and  for  the  Broadway  Area  Llansaint  have  been  prepared 
and  it  is  hoped  to  receive  Ministry  consent  to  these  during  the 
coming  year. 

The  Upper  Pendine  Scheme  has  been  held  up  again  due  to  the 
inability  to  reach  agreement  with  the  War  Department  regarding 
sewage  disposal  arrangements.  In  view  of  this  continual  deadlock, 
discussions  are  now  taking  place  with  the  Council’s  Consulting 
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Engineers  regarding  the  preparation  of  an  independent  scheme.  A 
gtart  is  still  awaited  on  the  Clynderwen  Joint  Scheme  as  well  as  the 
Pther  joint  scheme  with  Narberth  R.D.C.,  namely  Tavernspite. 

With  regard  to  the  proposals  to  renew  the  sewers  at  Laugharne 
and  provide  some  treatment  to  the  sewage,  the  consent  of  the  River 
Authorities  is  awaited  to  our  proposals. 

During  the  month  of  November,  the  Welsh  Office  sent  an  Inspector 
to  visit  our  existing  village  Disposal  Works  throughout  the  area.  The 
inspection  was  thorough  and  the  report  received  from  the  Welsh 
Office  following  the  visit  was  not  too  critical.  However,  certain  works 
are  required  on  some  of  the  plants  and  it  is  hoped  to  carry  out  this 
work  during  the  coming  year. 

The  regular  sampling  of  the  sewage  effluents  has  continued  and 
every  effort  made  to  keep  the  standard  to  the  level  required  by 
the  River  Authority. 


Caravan  Sites: 

Caravan  holidays  appears  to  be  proving  more  popular  as  the 
years  go  by,  particularly  by  families  with  young  children. 

Due  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  Council’s  district  ,and  its  increased 
popularity  as  a holiday  resort,  the  supervision  of  an  ever-increasing 
number  of  caravan  sites  was  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  ensure  that  the  licensing  conditions  were  complied  with 
in  connection  with  good  hygienic  standards  and  other  matters. 

Difficulties  are  still  being  experienced  with  occasional  caravans 
on  unlicensed  sites,  and  action  had  to  be  taken  to  secure  their  removal. 

There  are  thirty  licensed  sites  in  the  Rural  District,  in  addition  to 
the  Council  - owned  Caravan  site  at  Pendine.  This  site  has  proved 
very  successful  and  during  the  year  twenty  caravans  were  stationed 
there. 


The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963: 

A number  of  inspections  have  been  made  regarding  the  registration 
of  premises  and  other  matters  relating  thereto.  Due  to  shortage  of 
staff,  sickness,  and  the  transfer  of  housing  duties  to  the  Department 
it  was  not  possible  to  make  a concerted  effort  on  the  inspection  of  all 
premises.  However  it  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  a great 
majority  of  the  registered  premises  will  be  inspected.

The  Annual  ten  percent  baiting  and  the  first  maintenance  treatment 
of  the  sewer  systems  throughout  the  rural  area  were  carried  out 
during  May  and  June,  and  190  manholes  were  test  baited.  The 
second  maintenance  treatment  was  undertaken  in  November. 


The  Council’s  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  Refuse  Disposal 
Sites  were  regularly  visited  and  treatments  were  carried  out  when 
necessary. 


As  in  former  years,  the  Rodent  Operators  also  assisted  house- 
holders and  others  in  dealing  with  complaints  concerning  ants, 
flies,  bees  and  other  insect  pests. 
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SCHOOLS 

" The  Local  Education  Authority  is  the  County  Council.  There 
are  47  Primary  Schools  (48  Departments)  and  4 Secondary  Schools 
within  the  Rural  Area.  Two  new  schools  were  opened  during  the 
year;  viz;  Maes-yr-yrfa  Secondary  Modern  Cefneithin,  and  St. 
Clears  Secondary  Modem. 

No  schools  within  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  were  closed  on 
account  of  infectious  diseases  during  1965. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  under  review,  apart  from  Measles  few  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  were  notified  in  the  rural  area. 

Measles  accounted  for  147  cases,  118  of  these  being  children 
under  10  years  of  age.  I regret  to  have  to  report  that  one  child  aged 
1 year  died  from  encephalitis  following  measles. 

Two  isolated  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred,  one  of  the  cases 
had  part-taken  of  a meal  at  an  establishment  in  the  Borough  of 
Carmarthen  at  which  a carrier  of  Salmonella  Saint  Paul  was  dis- 
covered. Both  these  cases  rapidly  cleared  up  following  treatment 
from  their  own  private  medical  practitioners.

During  the  year,  five  new  premises  in  the  rural  area  were  register- 
ed for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice-cream  thus  bringing  the  total 
number  of  ice-cream  retail  premises  registered  to  one  hundred  and 
ten. 

One  premises  is  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice-cream,  and 
the  product  manufactured  complies  fully  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Regulations.  Samples  of  ice-cream  and  ice-cream  products 
have  again  been  submitted  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  to  determine 
their  bacteriological  purity.

The  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 : 

A number  of  visits  have  been  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
to  a variety  of  food  premises,  including  wholesale  meat  depots, 
restaurants,  butchers  shops,  cafes,  general  provisions  stores  and 
others.  Visits  have  also  been  made  to  advise  owners  or  occupiers  on 
the  structural  and  other  work  necessary  to  comply  with  the  provis- 
ions of  the  above  Regulations  regarding  the  establishment  of  new 
food  premises. 

In  some  cases  the  premises  did  not  comply  in  all  respects  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Regulations,  and  the  owners  or  occupiers  were 
requested  to  undertake  the  works  necessary  to  biing  their  premises 
up  to  the  required  standard. 

It  is  the  department’s  intention  to  commence  to  undertake  a 
detailed  systematic  survey  of  all  food  premises  in  the  area  during 
the  coming  year.

National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution: 

During  the  year  now  under  review  weekly  visits  were  made  to 
the  Llawddog  Upper  Pump  House  to  collect  daily  recordings 
from  the  semi-automatic  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  sampler 
(the  8 port  rotary  valve  type).  The  instrument  was  installed  in  1964 
by  the  Warren  Springs  Laboratory,  following  the  request  of  the 
Government’s  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
for  the  co-operation  of  the  Council  in  the  National  Survey  of  Air 
Pollution.  The  apparatus  operates  automatically  over  a period  of 
a week.  Another  instrument,  a Smoke  Stain  Reflectometer  is  kept 
at  the  office.  The  Sulphur  Dioxide  content  is  ascertained  by  titration 
and  the  smoke  concentration  by  Reflectometer  readings. 

The  degree  of  air  pollution  in  the  area  was  negligible,  and,  as 
in  1964,  it  seemed  that  what  pollution  there  was  came  from  the 
industrialised  area  to  the  South-East  of  the  site.

PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 

There  are  five  privately  owned  licensed  slaughterhouses  operating 
in  the  district  which  have  been  modernised  to  the  required  standard 
and  approved  by  the  Ministry. 

In  accordance  with  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963,  which 
have  now  been  operating  for  over  two  years,  all  food  animals 
slaughtered  within  the  district  have  been  examined  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors.  The  carcases  passed  fit  for  human  consumption 
have  been  marked  with  a distinguishing  stamp  identifying  the 
Council  and  the  Inspectorwho  undertookthe  examination. Maximum 
charges  have  been  imposed  during  the  year  for  the  inspection  of 
such  carcases, 
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The  following  table  summarises  the  amount  of  carcases  and 
fal  inspected  and  condemned  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  at
